Response to Arguments 

1. Appellant's arguments, see pages 7-27, filed 12/28/07, with 
respect to all pending claims have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of all claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 22-42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
alone or in combination, a system and method comprising after it 
is determined that default values of a network device are to be 
configured through a memory interface, determining from a 
header, whether any of the default values should be updated, 
fetching at least one configuration instruction from a memory 
and changing the default register value corresponding to an 
interpretation of the configuration, in response to the 
determination from the header as required by independent claims 
22 and 36, in combination with the other recited claim elements. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest, alone or 
in combination, a memory interface configured to receive 
configuration instruction and interpret the configuration 
instructions such that the corresponding values are mapped to 
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corresponding default values of a register file, in a network 
device comprising a microprocessor interface and the memory 
interface wherein the network device may have its default values 
flexibly configurable the memory interface or the microprocessor 
interface as required by claim 29.
